A curious discovery recently made is 
th a t the blood of venomous serpents la 
itself poisonous, containing as it does 
the principles that are concentrated In 
the secretion of the venom glands. 
Venomous snakes are themselves a b 
solutely venom proof. 
Rattlesnakes 
doted by Injection with large quanti­ 
ties of their own or other venom have 
shown not the slightest ill effects. 
An- 
| other remarkable fact is that serpent 
venom Is harmless to human beings or 
other animala lf taken internally. The 
late Dr. S. Weir Mitchell found that 
one-fourth of a drop of rattlesnake 
poison would kill a pigeon if given by 
hypodermic injection, but a pigeon fed 
with six drops a day for three succes­ 
sive days suffered not at ail In conse­ 
quence. 
Professor Mangily a pioneer investi­ 
gator in this line, had an assistant 
who boldly swallowed all the venom 
that could be extracted from four large 
vlj>ers. 
No bad effects followed. 
The 
sam e negative result was noted by 
Professor Baird, at that time secretary 
of the Smithson inn Institution, who ate 
; the venom glands of a rattlesnake. As 
1 recently ascertained, serj**nt venom in 
such circumstances Is harmless, lie 
cause it caunot pass through the m u­ 
cous membrane that lines the stomach, 
and It undergoes changes during di- 
* gestlon that allow it to enter the blood 
as an innocuous snlistance. — Every 
Week.
